ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


ae uANGDON, NSH: 
Prone, ondine March Ist, 1876. 


The Superintendent of the Public Schools submits to the citizens of 

Langdon, the following report : 

Disrricr No. 1.—No school to report. 

Distr. No. 2.—In this district three terms of school were taught 
during the year by four different teachers. The summer term of 
eight weeks was taught by Appre E. Marsn of Alstead. She is 
a teacher of some experience and has been previously engaged in 
this school. Having many qualifications for teaching, and partic- 
ularly a small school like this, the scholars made good progress 
under her direction. 

No. not absent or tardy during the term, 4. 

The Fall term of eight weeks was taught by Jostr E. Hommes 
of Alstead. This was Miss Holmes’ first experience in teaching, 
and for the first attempt was quite successful. There seemed to be 
a good interest here on the part of the scholars, and fair progress 
was made, considering the number and age of the scholars. He 
who expects to see much enthusiasm in a school of eight scholars, 
whose average is only seven years, must, of course, be disappoint- 
ed. No. not absent or tardy. 3. 

The winter term in this school was commenced by Miss Lurr 
Merri, but she was obliged, on account of sickness, to give it 
up at the end of the third week. She was an old and experienced 


teacher, and commenced the school with every prospect of success, 
and the interruption will, no doubt, be a damage to it. 

The school is progressing favorably, at the writing of this report, 
ander the instruction of ALMA Brace of Acworth, 

Dist. No. 3—The summer term here was taught by Eiua E. 
Woop of Acworth, who has been previously engaged in this 
school, and given good satisfaction, generally. But we cannot re- 
port this term as successful as her former terms were, although she 
labored hard and faithfuliy to make it so; yet the school made, 
as shown at the examination, a fair advancement in the studies 
pursued. The school was not as well disciplined as it should have 
been. No. not absent or tardy, 4. 

The winter term of six weeks was kept by Frances L. Emrr- 
son of Newport. We regard this term of school as almost a fail- 
ure; for there was no previous preparation for the work of each 
day, no system, no order. Have heard it said that “ a disorderly 
school is like a ship in a storm without a rudder,” which we think 
very applicable. No. not absent or tardy, 5. 


Dist. No. 4.—The school in this district during both summer 
and winter terms was under the direction of Miss Betz. H. Mar- 
vin of Alstead. The school always appeared well when visited 
by committee, and in it, although the scholars were young and 
generally backward, there seemed to be a good interest. The 
school made good progress during the year under her instruction. 
No. not absent or tardy during the year, 7. 


Distr. No. 5.—This school was in charge of Eiia L. GiLMorE 
in the summer. She has taught several terms in town in years 
past, and two in this district previous to this, and given good sat- 
isfaction generally. The general disipline in this term of school 
was good, and-the closing exercises evidenced the faithful efforts 
of the teacher. No. not absent or tardy, 5. 

The winter term of twelve weeks, and composed of nineteen 
scholars, was taught by Junia EK. Krennepy of Langdon. This 
was the longest term in town during the year, and composed of the 
largest number of scholars. She is an earnest workerin the school 
room, and at the close of the term it was apparent that she had 
done a good work. The general discipline of the school, however, 
was not quite as good as it was in the summer term. No. not ab- 


sent or tardy, 6; no days absence, 46). 

Dist. No. 6.—The Prudential Committee of this district was 
fortunate in his selections of teachers. Miss Evanine L. La- 
rHRroP of Acworth, a veteran teacher of fifty months’ experience, 
taught the summer school. She is a good scholar, and a good dis- 
ciplinarian, and the school made very good progress under her in- 
struction. Some of the parents complained that she did not exer- 
cise enough patience with the small scholars. This may have 
been the case; but we regard the school as a good oney No. not 
absent or tardy, 9. 

The fall and winter terms in this school were in charge of Miss 
JuLIETTE A. Oscoon of Acworth. These were both good and in- 
teresting terms of school and were well taught. Miss Osgood is a 
very acceptable teacher, and we hope the district will secure her 
services hereafter. No. not absent or tardy, first term, 6; cost per 
scholar, $3,00; second term, No. not absent or tardy, 9. 

It is customary for the Superintendet to add to his report many 
intportant suggestions for the citizens to read and forget. The cit- 
izens are requested to do more for the schools.
